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Curbing The Threat — 


Understanding 
Bill-C-68 and 
its implications

The National Firearms 
Association, Canada’s na- 
tional voice for firearm own- 
ers, estimates that over 80 
million North Americans 
own 250 million rifles and 
handguns. Consequently, ar- 
guments for and against even 
the most minimal controls of 
firearms are hotly debated by 
politicians, law-enforcement 
officials and special-interest 
groups. Initiated in 1995 by 
the Canadian Government, 
the Firearms Act - Bill C68 - 
began the licensing of fire- 
arms users on December |, 
1998, bringing about 
changes that will affect fire- 
arms owners and users. If 
you have firearms, you must 
have a licence by January |, 
2001. The Firearms Act 
marks improved public 
safety relating to firearms 
and a more efficient way to 
combat crime. The key fea- 
ture is a registry of people 
and firearms. 

All firearm owners must: 

1.Have a licence by 
Dec.31, 2000 (a licence is 
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valid for five years); 
2.Register all firearms 
by Dec.31, 2002; 
3.Remember to safely 
store all firearms. 

You must apply for a pos- 
session-only licence before 
January 1, 2001. After that 
date, anyone getting their 
first firearms licence under 
the new law will get the 
“possession and acquisition” 
licence. Wether you now 
have firearms or not, if you 
plan to acquire any, includ- 
ing ammunition, you must 
obtain a possession and ac- 
quisition licence, allowing 
you to buy firearms or am- 
munition or receive them as 
gifts, inheritances or in 
trade. “We're finding that 
there is a lot of people out 
there who need to apply for 
the possession licence”, 
states Cst. Bill Haggerty. “If 
they wait until the end of the 
year”, he goes on to say, ~ 
there will be such a horren- 
dous backlog, that they 
won’t get them”. 

A possession and acqui- 
sition licence must be re- 
newed every five years. A 
firearm is registered only 
once and registration certifi- 
cates will remain valid, un- 
less the firearm is modified 
to change its class, or it is 


sold. The Firearms Act and | 


regulations apply to any per- 
son (including visitors to 
Canada) and any business 
that possesses firearms and 
the consequences for not ad- 
hering to the new regulations 
will carry severe penalties. 


“We are trying to keep law 


abiding citizens aware that 


they will be commiting a . 


criminal offence unless they 
obtain the proper documen- 
tation”, quoted Cst. 
Haggerty. “There’s nothing 
wrong with having firearms, 
lawfully”, he remarks , “ as 
there is nothing wrong with 
possessing them: As long as 
the proper paperwork has 
been completed”. 

Statistics Canada reports 
that, between 1970 and 
1996, about 37 000 people 
died from firearm wounds in 
Canada. 

On December 6, 1989, 
Marc Lépine walked into the 
Ecole Polytechnique in Mon- 
treal armed with an assault 
rifle. During the next forty- 
five minutes he shot twenty- 
seven people. Fourteen of 
them - all women - died. 
This new law aims to keep 
firearms out of the hands of 
people who threaten their 
own Safety and the safety of 
others.

Ivanhoe - Lack of access 
to technology, lack of fund- 
ing to special education and 
low enrolment equalling less 
funding ‘were some of the 
top concerns brought up by 
representatives from three 
school boards during the fo- 
rum on rural issues April 28. 

The MPPs present for the 
morning session were told 
by Brian Kerby, Trustee for 
the Algonquin and Lakeshore 
District Catholic School 
Board, that the current fund- 
ing formula is not compat- 
ible with rural schools. He 


: explained that the expectation 


was for school board to ra- 


+ tionalize pupil accommoda- 


tion with actual enrolment, 
“The problem then again 
becomes that the generation 
of sufficient dollars for the 
addition to facilities or the 
construction of new facili- 
ties in order that new pupil 
places be provided in high 
growth area, must occur at 
the expense of rural commu- 
nities where small schools 
are closed,” stated Kerby. 
Since enrolment is typi- 


| cally less overall for Catho- 


lic school systems, Kerby 
pointed out that with the clo- 
sure of rural schools more 
parents would be more likely 
to settle for public education 
rather than transport their 
children to the next nearest 


* 


Catholic school. 
Kerby recommended that 
the province consider an 


"amendment to the funding 


formula that would provide 
an enhanced, rural small 
school factor so that the 
negative consequences of 
maintaining such schools 
would be improved. 

On a related topic, Kerby 
made the recommendation 
that the government accept 
advice from the Pupil Ac- 
commodation Review Com- 
mittee to provide a per 
square foot amount of $1.50 
annually for matters of 
school renewal. Kerby ar- 
gued that the current aver- 
age 75 cents per square foot 
was not sufficient to deal 
with aging rural facilities. 

In cases where schools 
must be closed, Kerby sug- 
gested that the school boards 
be allowed to transfer own- 
ership to the appropriate 
municipal government so 
that a facility credit could be 
drawn upon at a future date. 

“Smaller, rural schools are 
very valued by their commu- 
nities for social and recrea- 
tional purposes. They be- 
come the site for Town Hall 
meetings, dances, weddings, 
sports events and so on,” 
explained Kerby. “Where 
school boards are driven by 
financial considerations to 
dispose of rural, elementary 
schools they are torn in as 


much as they would p 
to see the facility contin 
function as a resource | 
town, village or muni 
ity.”

There are many changes 
facing our rural communities 
today and a great deal of 
potential for new develop- 
ment. But with new devel- 
opment, new issues are be- 
ing created which need to be 
addressed.

These communities will 
thrive and, as they do, will 
hold new lessons for others 
wishing to undertake similar 
development.

Monitoring 
with radio 
collars in 
elk transfer 


The Ministry of Natural 
Resources (MNR) and its 
partners in elk restoration 
undertook three more suc- 
cessful transfers this year, 
bringing 170 elk from Elk 
Island National Park near 
Edmonton to Ontario. 

“Ontario's EIk Restora- 
tion Project is taking off.” 
says Natural Resources Min- 
ister John Snobelen. “All of 
the partner groups in this 
project should be proud of 
our accomplishments so far. 
We all look forward to more 
success in the coming 
years.” 

This year’s transfers add 
to the 109 Alberta elk re- 
leased into Ontario's wilder- 
ness during the winters of 
1998 and 1999. Ontario's elk 
population is now well over 
300, compared with fewer 
than 60 before the-restora- 
tion project began. 

MNR, I1 partner organi- 
zations and a host of spon- 
sors, are dedicated to restor- 
ing elk to parts of their 
former range in Ontario. 
Once native to the province, 
elk were wiped out by the 
late 1800s due to several 
factors,including 
overharvesting and loss of 
habitat. A restoration effort 
in the 1930s left a remnant 
herd of less than 60 in the 
Sudbury area. 


Bancroft Release 

In January 2000, 70 elk 
were transferred to the Gin 
Lake area east of Bancroft, 
while another 60 elk were 
relocated to an area near 
Cameron Lake in northwest- 
ern Ontario. An additional 40 
elk were transferred to the

and effective assistance.” 

Effective Sept. 1, those 
volunteering in schools will 
be required to provide a po- 
lice records check if “in the 
opinion of’the Principal or 
site manager (they) are likely 
to have regular direct con- 
tact with children other than 
their own.” 

Human Resources Super- 
intendent Scott Pollard said 
this means that school coun- 
cil members likely will not be 
required to complete a po- 
lice records check. Similarly. 
one-time chaperons on a field 
tip, parents and guardians 
working with their own chil- 
dren, and drop-in volunteers 
who assist at special events 
such as hot dog days. also 
likely will not require police 
checks. 

On the other hand, a po- 
lice check will likely be re- 
quired of long-term volun- 
teers working directly with 
children in on-going school 
reading programs. 


Based On Input 


The new volunteer policy 
includes revisions based on 
input received in 54 submis- 
sions from school councils, 
community members and 
staff after the original draft 
was. circulated earlier this 
year.

A few 
elk have moved about 30 kilo- 
metres from the site. 
Researchers are still 
tracking 56 of the 109 elk 
released in the Sudbury area 


in 1998 and 1999. While 


most of the animals are still 
within 30 kilometres of the 
release site, some have 
strayed off on their own. 

“The greatest traveller is 
acow release in 1999 that is 
now in the Algoma Mills area 
east of Sault Ste. Marie, a 
distance of 160 kilometres 
from the release site,” says 
Dr. Josef Hamr, an elk re- 
searcher and professor at 
Cambrian College in 
Sudbury. 

“Other notable move- 
ments include two animals 
that travelled 120 kilometres 
to the Parry Sound area, two 
cows that moved 90 kilome- 
tres to the Sturgeon Falls 
area, and a cow that went 
about 100 kilometres to 
Manitoulin Island.” 


vd 
Six Caives Born 

The Sudbury area animals 
have had some reproductive 
success. During the summer 
of 1998, at least six calves 
were born to animals re- 
leased earlier that year. Calf 
surveys are currently under 
way in the Sudbury area, and 
research indicates that 10 to 
12 calves born in 1999 are 
alive and healthy. 

“Elk restoration is a learn- 
ing process,” Minister 
Snobelen said. “We continue 
to adjust our restoration ef- 
forts as new information 
becomes available through 
our monitoring and research 
initiatives.” 

The Lake of Woods, 
Sudbury and Bancroft re- 
lease sites are located within 
broad areas in Ontario iden- 
tified as offering suitable 
habitat for the re-introduc- 
tion of elk. In future years, 
transfers of elk to the Lake 
of Woods and Bancroft ar- 
eas are planned to bring the 
herds in these areas to be- 
tween 100 and 200 animals- 
-a range needed to establish 
sustainable herds.

transportation. 

Kerby noted that staffing 
in rural schools cannot be 
handled the same as urban 
schools either. Although the 
funding formula does recog- 
nize the realities of rural 
schools, boards still have dif- 


ficulty in providing adminis- 
trative support to smaller 
schools. 

He stated that in urban 
centres where schools are 
reasonably close to one an- 
other, twinning them under 
asingle administration is pos- 
sible. 

“It is not as easy to em- 


ploy the same strategy in 


rural areas where schools 
are significant distances 
apart,” said Kerby, who felt 
the funding formula should 
be enhanced to provide ad- 
ditional financial support for 
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provision of principals in 
smaller, rural schools. 

The final major concem 
brought forward by Kerby 
dealt with curriculum deliv- 
ery challenges. 

“There is a very particu- 
lar challenge in meeting ex- 
pectations for the delivery of 
the new curriculum as it re- 
lates to multi-grade class- 
rooms,” stated Kerby. 

By government policy, the 
curriculum must be delivered 
in a particular fashion mean- 
ing no topics designed for the 
Grade 3 level can be deliv- 
ered in Grade 4. 

“This does create an im- 
plementation problem in 
multi-grade classrooms and, 
of course, the incidence of 
the multi-grade classes is 
higher in rural areas,” said 
Kerby. 

He advised that the Min- 
ister of Education should 
change the policy and allow 
at least rural elementary 
schools to employ a stag- 
gered curriculum implemen- 
tation approach. 

Audrey Carter, a Trustee 
for the Hastings and Prince 
Edward School Board, also 
had a list of concerns deal- 
ing with the new curriculum 
which she identified as: leav- 
ing less preparation time for 
teachers, taking away 
needed Professional Devel- 
opment and Professional 
Activity Days to provide sys- 
tem-wide professional devel- 
opment on an ongoing basis, 
use of unrealistic time lines 
for program changes, re- 
quirements for more equip- 
ment and staff training, con- 
fusion over the use of both 
letter and percentage grades, 
the reduction of teachers in 
both elementary and second- 
ary schools. 

Some recommendations 
offered by Carter included: 

¢ an early review of the 
new curriculum to ensure 
that itis developmentally ap- 
propriate for the grade level; 

* a life cycle replacement 
program for textbooks so 
that the curriculum require- 
ments could be met in the 
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concerns with new curriculum .

* an increase in allocation 
for the transportation of stu- 
dents. Carter also pointed out 
that the cost of maintaining 
and operating a fleet of buses 
have increased substantially. 
“The increase-in fuel costs 
alone have caused a $35,000 
increase in our Board’s trans- 
portation costs,” she noted; 

* more funding for main- 
tenance requirements. 

Special Education fund- 
ing is a prime concer to the 
Hastings and Prince Edward 
Board. Carter stressed that 
there are needs for funding 
required now not those of- 
fered last year. 

“Under the current sys- 
tem, students need to be reg- 
istered the previous year to 
receive funding for the cur- 
rent year. There are still stu- 
dents for whom funding falls 
through the cracks,” she 
explained. “As a result, our 
Special Education programs 
are running ata $1.5 million 
defic: 

Carter stated that the 
problem lies with the issue 
of portable funding. 

“We are currently provid- 
ing special education serv- 
ices to students from outside 
of the Hastings and Prince 
Edward District School 
Board. The students have 
moved to us but the funding 
to support them has not,” 
said Carter. “In particular, 
group homes in our area are 
accepting children from out- 
side Hastings and Prince 
Edward Counties.” 

MPP and Education Critic 
Gerard Kennedy noted he is 
finding that the present gov- 
ernment is going by trial and 
error in regards to policies. 
He remarked that changes 
are not generally made un- 
less there is noise made. 

He pointed out that 
School Boards have a rea- 
sonable chance to get the 
government to address their 
concems if they were clus- 
tered together in order to be 
advocated.

“I was in Hurricane 
Hazel”, stated Myrna, “but 
there -was more rain 
then....not the wind like this. 
It was horrendous!!”. The 
storm lasted approximately 8 


to 10 minutes and during that 
time, Myrna feared for the 
safety of her family and 
home. “The first part of the 
storm was all the wind and 
rain’, she went on to Say, 
“and then it died down. 
When the hail started 
up....that was probably an- 
other five minutes”. Myrna 
left the house after the storm 
and realized that a large fir 
tree, adjacent to the willow, 
had also been uprooted.

Keep off the spring 


As soon as the snow 
melts, eager gardeners start 
tramping across the lawn. 
But don't do it, cautions 
Cheryl Shour, president of 
the Organic Landscape 
Alliance. 

“Tramping down a soggy 
lawn or raking it can hurt the 
still-tender grass roots,” 
Shour says. “Stay off the 
lawn until the soil dries up 
and the grass begins its 
natural growth cycle.” 

Above all, Shour advises 
to “resist the temptation” to 
apply fertilizer in March, 
even though some lawn care 
companies may be already 
actively spraying lawns in 
your neighbourhood. “The 
grass plant is simply not 
ready to take up nutrients so 
early in the growing season.” 

She recommends ventur- 
ing onto your turf in early 


plants -- it Il also save you a 
lot of time, work, frustration 


May. First, rake off any dead 
areas of winter kill, top dress 
with compost and overseed 
with a pest-resistant and na- 
tive variety of grass seed. In 
early to mid June, once the 
new growth is established, 
you can apply an organic 
fertilizer. 

In late spring, when your 
lawn is ready for a trim, 
you'll get the best results if 
you match your lawn cutting 
frequency and height to the 
speed at which the grass is 
growing. 


Quick-growing grass 
should be cut to 2-1/2 inches 
in length. By June, when the 
days heat up, lengthen the 
cut to leave three inches of 
grass. 

“Cutting grass too short 
is simply sabotaging your 
lawn,’ Shour says, since

There are three basic 
steps to successful container 
gardening. First, provide 
your plants with a suitable 
growing environment--a 
large container and a well- 
drained growing medium. 
Second, plant closely within 
the container. And third, 
practice regular 
maintenance. 

The primary purpose of 
a container'is to serve as a 
receptacle for soil and plants. 
Although you want to select 
planters that are attractive, 
remember that they must also 
be functional. 

Choose containers of 
ample size. Experts 
recommend using containers 
that are at least 12 in. wide 
and 12 in. deep. Smaller 

containers require constant 
watering in warm weather. 

A container must also 
have good drainage. Without 
drainage, roots will be 
deprived of oxygen ahd will 
soon suffocate and rot. Most 
containers sold for planting 
have drainage holes in the 
bottom. If you choose a 
container that doesn’t have 
holes, ask the store to drill 
some or do it yourself. Three

Once you have selected 


-containers and set them in 


place, fill them with a soil 
mix. A container creates a 
demanding environment for 
plants. There is less 
insulation for the roots from 
temperature fluctuations, 
and the plants are closer 
together than they would 
normally be in the ground, 
so competition for nutrients 
and moisture is especially 
fierce. 

A lightweight soil helps 
plants adjust by giving them 
a good medium for root 
growth. Use one of the 
soilless mixtures available at 
any garden center. Avoid 
garden soil because it can 
carry weed seeds, insects 
and diseases. 

Whatever plants you 
select for your container 
garden, experts recommend 
that you plant much more 
closely than you would in 
the ground. Close planting 
makes the container look full 
immediately and increases 
the likelihood that the 
container will continue to 
look full as the plants grow. 

No easy rule of thumb for 
spacing. It depends on the 
plant. For example, some 
people space annuals 
purchased in a 4-in. nursery 
pot on 5-in. or 6-in. centers. 
You might transplant annual 
lobelia from a six-pack on I- 
1/2-in. to 2-in. centers. 

In general, try to use 
enough plants to conceal the 
edges of the container and 
to all but hide the Soil. 

Now that you've found 
just the right containers and 
filled them with a beautiful 
combination of plants, it’s 
time to sit back and relax, 
right? Wrong. To get the 
most out of your containers, 
you must maintain them. The

more attention you pay to 
watering, fertilizing and 
grooming, the better your 
container plantings will look. 
One thing is certain--neglect 
will result in disaster. 

Watering is crucial to a 
planting’s survival. 

Your climate, the size of 
your containers, the material 
they're made of and their 
location in your garden will 
determine how often your 
containers must be watered. 
Avoid watering on a 
schedule; you will inevitably 
end up either under- or over- 
watering. 

Most soilless mixes don’t 
contain enough of the big 
three plant nutrients - 
nitrogen, phosphorus and 
potassium - to support plant 
growth for any length of 
time. And frequent waterings 
quickly wash out whatever 
nutrients are present. So it’s 
important to provide a 
constant supply of fertilizer 
to plants in containers. At 
planting time, sprinkle a 
slow-release _ fertilizer 
(analysis 14-14-14) onto the 
soil surface. 

For containers planted 
with annuals, supplement the 
slow-release fertilizer every 
two weeks with an 
application of a water- 
soluble 20-20-20 formula. 
This may sound like overkill, 
but container plants that 


receive this extra dose 


flower more prolifically than _ 


those that don’t. 

When watering, take ume 
to groom each container, 
removing spent blossoms 
and brown leaves. 


- Continuous cleanup is very 


important, because 


containers usually sit in 
prominent locations and are 
viewed close up. Grooming 
also allows you to spot insect 
infestations and diseases 
before they spread.

My early years of school- 
ing, immersed in different 
cultures (English, French and 
Dutch....my mother, born in 
Holland, met my Dad during 
the Second World War), 
brought a_ sense of 
multicultural appreciation to 
my young and fertile imagi- 
nation. | couldn't have been 
aware at that age, that my 
life choices would bring me 
full tilt back to the areas | 
enjoyed during our frequent 
summer visits to family and 
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relatives in the Picton, 
Trenton, Belleville and 
Stirling areas. That insight 
served me well during my 
years of tenure in Montreal 
as a teacher. 

Now, at an age where | 
can fully appreciate my past 
experiences and accomplish- 
ments, | find myself in a quiet 
pastoral setting in a home | 
own near Tweed and share 


with a lady whose love 


sustains my life. In our 
private spot on_ the 
Skootamatta, in those mo- 
ments when the world be- 
comes still and the most 
pressing thing | have to do 
is nothing, | appreciate the 
time we spend alone. We all 
need that escape. I have had 
this firm belief since an early 
age. Most people have al- 
ways seemed to disagree 
with me as I played out the 
fantasy and scenario and 
then, after all had been said 
and done, replied that it was 
obvious in the first place. 
This area is truly a great 
get-away country for the 
traveller. who needs to dis- 
cover places and roads that 
really need to be travelled!! 
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As the bard once wrote, 
“two roads diverged in a 
woods, and I took the one 
less travelled, and that has 
made all the difference”. 

A basic principle of my 
writing and photography is 
the need. for passion in my 
work; the ability to interact 
with my subjects and share 
my own emotional re- 
sponses with my viewers 
and readers. Itis the potential 
to go beyond recording ex- 
actly what is placed before 
my cameras and the words 
which appear on my laptop, 
creating an interpretation of 
a subject that reflects the 
people I meet. It is the art of 
walking onto a set or doing 
an interview and visualizing 
the image and story that 
goes farther than the 
ordinary and actual realm 
into a state of self rendition. 
What we learn after we 
know it all, is what really 
counts. 

This anonymous quote 
reminds me to keep an open 
VISUAL mind, to all the 
wonderful things which are 
yet to be discovered by me 
as an individual who happens 
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to use the photographic me- 
dium and the written word 
as a tool of expression. A 
belief that everything we try 
to learn, any investigation we 
conduct to find a way to 
solve a visual problem and

emotion of the 
moment....will open up a 
world of “I wonder what 
will happen if...”, Impres- 
sions are timeless, they leave 
their tiny vibrations slightly 
hidden within the recesses of 
that special computer we 
have in the back of our 
minds.

Safety On The Water 


Police will have zero tolerance for offenders

The week of May 15-20 
was designated Police Week 
in the Province of Ontario. 
The Centre Hastings OPP 
detachment planned a 
number of activities for the 
communities they serve, 
such as information sessions 
on preventing property 
crimes, firearms legislation 
and new boating regulations. 

Each year, 8 million 
Canadians take to the water, 
after having lost their heart 
to a boat. If you have a boat 
and are planning any type of 
activity with family or friends 
on the water this summer, 
you need to know all about 
regulations, navigation, 
safety and much more be- 
fore you get underway! 

Participation in recrea- 
tional boating has increased 
dramatically in recent years. 
Sadly, not every boating ex- 
cursion.is a return trip: the 
Canadian Red Cross and the 
Lifesaving Society of 
Canada, who jointly collect 
data on water-related fatali- 
ties, report over 200 boating 
fatalities annually — mostof 
them preventable. Along 
with the devastating personal 
loss this represents, the eco- 
nomic effect for everyone is 
high. These figures do not 
include an estimated 6,000 
unreported non-fatal inci- 
dents every year that involve 
serious personal injuries and 
property loss. 


“As a boater, you are 


responsible for equipping 
yourself, for operating your 
boat safely and for ensuring 
the safety of those on 
board”, states Centre 
Hastings OPP Sgt. Gord 
Leaver. Operators and/or 
owners of pleasure craft 
who do not comply with 
Canadian laws and 
regulations could be subject 
to penalties or fines. As the 
owner or person entrusted 
by the owner,*you are in 
violation of the regulations if 
you operate any craft that 
does not have all the required 
equipment on board, or in 
good working order. The 
same applies if you loan your 


craft. ‘ 
These laws were put in 
place to increase the 


awareness of safe boating 
practices and to reduce 
boating-related deaths and 
injuries. Beginning this 
boating season, RCMP, 
provincial and municipal 
police can ask people to 
show a proof of operator 
competency and personal 
identification. “The fine for 
not having a proof on board 


can be up to $250, “further. 


states Sgt. Leaver, “and 
under the new 
Contraventions Act, en- 
forcement authorities can 
ticket offenders on the spot 
instead of requiring them to 
appear in court.” 

“Tickets can be issued 
for offences such as not 
having the required safety

equipment on board, diso- 
beying speed limits, or 
careless operation”, states 
Sgt. Leaver. Most on-water 
enforcement agencies have 
a zero tolerahce when it 
comes to each person on 
board not having a Canadian 
approved personal flotation 
device or life jacket that is 
an appropriate fit and is in 
good condition. 

As well, the new 
regulations stipulate that any 
operator, born after April I, 
1983, requires a Proof of 
Operator Competency in 
order to operate a 
recreational boat with a 
motor. Proot of 
competency is obtained by 
passing a Canadian Coast 
Guard approved boating test. 
The test may be taken at the 
end of a Canadian Coast 
Guard approved boating 
course or may be challenged 
on its own. Once a pass 
mark of 75% has been 
achieved, a Pleasure Craft 
Operator Card is issued, 
which is good for life. It 
should be noted, however, 
that operators between the 
ages of 12-16 still will re- 
quire to be accompanied and 
directity supervised by a 
person 16 years of age or 
older. Under no 
circumstances - should 
anyone under the age of 16 
be allowed to operate a 
personal watercraft.

dents, be they farmers or 
non-farmers, concerned 
with odours and other per- 
ceived pollutants coming 
from farming operations. 

A number of rural munict- 
palities in the province are 
also awaiting the release of 
the report. Some rural coun- 
cillors are being pressured 
by their residents to take 
steps to control the expan- 
sion of agricultural opera- 
tions as a means of control- 
ling any negative impacts of 
those expansions. 

They are hopeful the re- 
port will come up with 
guidelines that can be fol- 
lowed to protect the environ- 
ment from intensive and neg- 
ligent farming operations. 

Its unfortunate those pre- 
pared to blame large opera- 
tions for pollution proble ms 
in rural Ontario haven't 
looked at what Ontario agri- 
culture has done, voluntar- 
ily, in the past decade to pro- 
tect the environment. 

Thousands of Ontario 
farmers have completed the 
Environmental Farm Pro- 
gram, an exercise that al- 
lowed them to identify po- 
tential environmental risk ar- 
eas on their farms and take 
corrective steps. The pro- 
gram provided funding to 
assist with the necessary 
work to eliminate the risks. 

More recently, farmers 
have been preparing Nutri- 
ent Management Plans 
which, when followed, pro- 
vide guidelines that will re- 
duce the risk of too much 
manure or other forms of 
fertilizer being applied to 
fields. 

Ontario's farmers are rec- 
ognized around the world for 
their efforts to protect the en- 
vironment for future genera- 
tions with models of the En- 
vironmental Farm Plan and 
the Nutrient Management 
Plan being adopted by farm- 
ers in other countries. 

Like everybody else in the 
province, farmers are gov-

“They only have to let me 
know their needs and I'll do 
the legwork,” he explained. 


He hopes to compile.a list 
of potential. volunteers who 
he can then match to 
groups needing help. Other 
responsibilities include 
maintaining a database, 
evaluating volunteers and 
community development. 

In fact that’s part of his 
job description to “recruit, 
screen, interview, train and 
place volunteers” where 
they are needed and are in- 
terested in helping. 

Mr. Cybulski stressed he 


is not working in competi- 
tion with other volunteer or- 
ganizations. 

“People don’t realize their 
own talents and skills,” Mr. 
Cybulski said. There are peo- 
ple who would like to vol- 
unteer but feel they don’t 
have what it takes. It is part 
of his job to show them they 
have. 

Initial funding for the Cen-

How often do you arrive at the golf course 45 minutes 
prior to your tee-off time? 

Chances are not as often as you should. One key to a 
good round of golf is being properly prepared and loos- 
ened up before the game. Arriving at the course 45 min- 
utes in advance will give you plenty of opportunity to hit 
some full shots as well as do some chipping and putting. 

Driving Range: You do not have to hit a large bucket 
of balls. Instead hit 20 or 30 balls and loosen up slowly. 
Start out with a short iron and progress up to the longer 
clubs. Try to get a “feel” for your swing but do not start 
working on your swing and making changes. 

Remember this is just a warm up and not a practice 
session. 

Chipping: Save a few balls from your warm up basket 
and head to the chipping green. Try both the bump and run 
and higher chips to get the feel. The goal is to get each 
shot about two feet from the cup. 

By hitting some good chips you will have more confi- 
dence to take to the course. Also, if the course has a prac- 
tice bunker, hit a few shots from there. Remember, about 
half the shots taken in a round occur around the green. 

Putting: When you hit the putting green before your 
round you are there to get a feel for the speed of the greens, 
not work on your stroke. Practice some longer putts (around 
30 feet) and try to lag them close. Next, sink some short 
putts to build some confidence before you tee off. 

Although time is precious in our busy lives, the small 
amount of time it takes to warm up properly before a round 
of golf will be well worthwhile. You will now feel ready to 
play on the first tee rather than the fifth tee and your chances 
of getting off to a good start are greatly increased.

Mr. Willsher and services 
superintendent Bob Allison 
hope to receive more details 
as soon as possible on how 
the KPR will be affected by 
the new funds. 

“We need administration 
to get on with its analysis of 
the figures and translate that 
into staffing numbers,” Mr. 
Willsher said. 

“We are deeply concerned 
about our students and our 
staff and the effects upon 
them of what is currently an 
absolutely obscene funding 
formula. 

“We'll take every bit of 
good news we can get.” 

Mr. Willsher and Mr. 
Allison joined other trustees, 
senior administrators and 
union representatives at a 
meeting with Ministry offi- 
cials May 18 in Barrie. 

“We understand the pur- 
pose of the meeting is to dis- 
cuss the impacts of the new 
legislation on boards and we 
are hoping for as many spe- 
cifics as possible,” Mr. 
Willsher said. “If there is 
something positive to share 
with staff, students and par- 
ents then we’d like to do that 
as soon as possible.” 

Mr. Willsher, another KPR 
trustee and senior adminis- 
trative representatives will 
also talk with senior Minis- 
try staff during a June 6 
meeting in Toronto. 

The KPR requested that 
meeting to discuss its fund- 
ing concerns and explore 
options with the Ministry.

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Physical activity - getting started is easier than you think

Spring has sprung and for 
many Canadians, longer 
days and better weather lure 
us from our winter dens to 
enjoy a more active lifestyle. 

The more active we are, 
the more benefits we see. 
Regular activity results in 
better health and improved 
fitness: It also means better 
posture, stronger muscles 
and bones, weight control 
and an all-round energetic 
feeling. All these things add 
to our self-esteem while re- 
ducing stress. An active life- 
style now can also translate 
into continued independent 
living later in life. 

Health risks resulting 
from inactivity form a for- 
midable list. They include: 
premature death, hearf‘dis- 
ease, obesity, high blood 
pressure, adult-onset diabe- 
tes, osteoporosis, stroke, 
depression, colon cancer, 
falls and injuries. 

Sixty-three per cent of us 
are not active enough ac- 
cording to Health Canada. If 
you are among the physically 
active minority you may de- 
cide to add a new activity to 
your routine. Jf you are in 


the inactive majority, don’t 
worry. Instead decide to take 
the first steps. 

We're awake about 15-19 
hours every day. All our bod- 
ies need is for one hour of 
that time to be spent in 
physical activity. It need not 
be completed in one session. 
Activities can be done in pe- 
riods of at least ten minutes 
each. Start slowly and build. 
As you feel yourself become 
stronger, you may wish to 
switch from light to moder- 
ate activities. As the amount 
of effort increases 30 min- 
utes of activity four days per 
week will keep you healthy. 

Getting started in often 
the hardest part. Even plan- 
ning to start is a step in the 
right direction. Those plans 
may include reading about 
what to do, observing or try- 
ing a class, or trying a new 
activity. Remember: You are 
never too young or too old 
to start living actively. You 
don’t need to spend a lot of 
money and you can choose 
activities you like to do. 

Health Canada has pro- 
duced an excellent Physical 
Activity Guide to Healthy 
Active Living. The two-page 
guide pulls out of a handbook 
which gives simple but de- 
tailed information. The guide 
shows clearly how much

Local Citizen’s Idea 

Tammie Greenley, owner 
of Rosemary House, and a 
well known local herb 
specialist, states “I was 
asked by the Chamber of 
Commerce to get a market 
started here, based on my 
experience as the organizer 
of the Brighton Farmers 
Market.” The long term vi- 
sion that Greenley has for the 
market is to see from 12-15 
vendors, on Wednesdays 
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and Fridays, offering their 
produce and crafts to the 
community. The market 
currently will be open from 
8-4 on Wednesday and from 
10-8 on Friday. 

Over the past 50 years, 
small farms in Canada have 
had to struggle to survive. 
The country witnessed a 
trend towards bigger farms, 
increased chemical use, and 
bigger and more machinery. 
The pressure was on for in- 
dividual farms to produce 
more. But the new technol- 
ogy required expensive 
capital inputs from off the 
farm, making small, 
diversified farming uneco- 
nomical. Farmers had to “get 
big or get out.” 


Today, large corporate 
farms, food processing 
plants, and food distributors, 
wholesalers and retailers 
collectively known as 
agribusiness, have made it 
next to impossible for small 
farmers to thrive. But small 
farmers, environmenitalists, 
folks concerned about their 
local economies and people 
who just like good food say 
small farming is the best 
alternative when it comes to 


growing food. 
Fresh local produce 
Small farmers who 


market locally can grow plant 
varieties known for their 
good taste or nutritional 
value. Vegetables for sale at 
the Madoc Farmers Market 
all come from within the im- 
mediate area and are har- 
vested by hand, usually just 
before market. The food 
reaches consumers fresh, 
nutrition-packed, and 
delicious. Greenley. goes on 
to say that “local harvesters 
work their crops by hand or 
with minimal machinery, and 
get to know the needs of 
their plants firsthand.” This 
translates to the consumer as 
fresh, healthy food while 
supporting the local 
economy.

This year’s 
focus was the prevention of 
tooth decay in early child- 
hood. Although the number 
of caries (more commonly 
known as “cavities”’) has sig- 
nificantly decreased in North 
American-born children, it 
remains distressingly high 
for some groups of children. 

Some people might un- 
derestimate the seriousness 
of tooth decay. After all, 
baby teeth are replaced by 
permanent ones. Why worry 
about them? In fact, ECTD 
is a painful dental condition 
that can interfere with eat- 
ing and speaking and, if left 
untreated, can lead to the 
formation of abscesses. 
Such infections can affect 
the development of perma- 
nent teeth. Children who ex- 
perience early tooth decay 
may also experience negative 
effects on their body 
weights and heights. The 
cost of treating this early 
tooth decay is high both fi- 
nancially and emotionally. 
Frequently, treatment can 
only be provided with a child 
under general anaesthetic.

| have had this discussion 
numerous times with people 
from all across the globe and 
it’s very interesting to see the 
confusion in people's faces 
when you try to explain the 
way we feel about our na- 
tion and the sense of secu- 
rity and comfort the sight of 
the Maple Leaf can inspire 
in even the bleakest of situa- 
tons that one may encoun- 
ter when living 20,000 km. 
away from home. 

it is everyone's assump- 
tion that we don the flag for 
the simple reason that we 
don't want to be mistaken 
for Americans and it is that 
assumption that prompted 
me to ponder the question 
and attempt to answer it for 
all the curious minds. Al- 
‘though | will admit there is 
some truth behind our an- 
noyance at constant mis- 
taken identity, it is not our 
disdain for our southerly 
neighbours so much as our 
great sense of pride for our 
home -- a pride that has been 
justified many times over the 
relatively short span of time 
we have existed as a coun- 
try -- that we all have a little 
red and white on our packs. 


Answering the question... 
Why Canadians abroad wear the Map 


Consider the first great 
war of this century as one 
of the first times that Cana- 
dians were recognized in an 
international situation where 
all nations were joining 
forces with one common 
goal in mind. Even though 
we could not commit the 
number of troops that other 
countries could provide, our 
soldiers played a very impor- 
tant role in many of the key 
battles that would aid in the 
final outcome. A vast major- 
ity of Canadian men were 
sent into battles against im- 
penetrable odds so that oth- 
ers who would follow would 
be able to conquer and con- 
tinue on towards the ultimate 
victory. 

Most men who ventured 
across the Atlantic to the 
battlefields of Europe never 
returned home. Yet those 
who died never questioned 
the role they were meant to 
play. 

They would remain 
steadfast and brave against 
the odds they faced. 

When again conflict arose 
on European soil and allied 
forces battled oppression 
once more, our role in World 
War I was remembered and 
our soldiers took their posi- 
tions at the front lines punch- 
ing holes in the walls of de- 
fence.

There are so many rea- 
sons why all Canadians dis- 
play their flags and each per- 
son has their own. As I write 
these lines, I think of many 
more. I think of the first time 
I ever wore my father’s 
backpack. of which the flag 
was simply a part. I hitch- 
hiked across our vast land
